REPORT OR SGrOOR BOARD: 


Your board would call the attention of the district to 
the lack of proper heating facilities in some of the school 
rooms, notably in No. 3. During the extreme cold weather it 
was utterly impossible to heat the room enough for health, 
much less comfort. 

We have had a good school year so far, both in length of 
term and the amount of work accomplished. But we hope 
that the coming year will show a much greater improvement. 
We need 36 weeks in order to cover the ground in prepara- 
tion for the High school. 

The satisfactory manner in which the candidates for the 
High school passed their examinations in spite of the highest 
standard for admission, would seem to be the best evidence 
needed of the value of the system under which we are. work- 
ing. ‘The classes have been graded as nearly as possible to 
meet the requirements of the High school, and with, one. or 
two exceptions the teachers have been competent and _pains- 
taking in carrying out the work planned for them by the 
Superintendent. Some action in bringing the ninth grade 
in closer touch with the High school work would be of great 
advantage in both the last year of the public schools and the 
first year of the High. 

Your board would call attention to the advantages gained 
by uniting some of the schools, and would recommend that 
further action be taken along that line.

I sincerely hope that the reports of the School Board 
and Superintendent of Hampstead schools will be given, at 
least, a careful reading by every citizen in the town; and 
that the statement recently made to me shall not be true, viz: 
‘‘That not one in ten ever read the school reports. 

While these reports may not be ideal in their make-up 
and may contain facts and suggestions which are not approved 
by some patrons of the schools, if they are not read at all 
whatever of good they may contain fails in its mission and 
becomes a waste of time aud money. 

As-we take a retrospective view of the work of the year 
just past closing, with its perplexities and reverses, and 
apparent successes, it is difficult for us to report a loss in the 
rounding out. of the year’s work, on the contrary we confi- 
dently believe there has been good substantial progress made 
and that the schools are in better condition than they were a 
year ago. 

Serious conditions have existed in different parts of the 
town, at different times during the year, which have inter- 
rupted the material progress of the schools, for the time, but 
the causes were apparent and were dealt with as wisely as 
possible, so that, at present, school matters seem to be in a 
normal condition. 

Our teaching force has entirely changed during the year. 
As a rule this is to be deplored and regarded as detrimentai 
to the best interests of the schools. 

We were sorry to lose several of our teachers during the 
summer vacation. They did. excellent work and we would 
have gladly retained them, but wider fields and better aa 
have attracted them elsewhere. : 

It might be well to note at this point, the wisdom of hav- 
ing a graded system of work and: course of study, also the 
advantage in such emergencies of having a person who is 
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familiar with the work in all the schools, for notwithstanding 
the schools have all had new teachers during the year, the 
work has gone on without serious interruption and we con- 
fidently expect to make our regular promotions at the close of 
the school year. 

In several schools the progress made and work done has 
exceeded that of previous years, and in all schools good work 
has been done. 

It has been our aim, as in the past, to secure competent 
teachers who have had successful experience or special train- 
ing for the work. 

If in some instances our efforts have apparantly failed, 
I do not think it wholly the fault of the teachers or school 
authorities, for | am sure our teachers have brought to us a 
desire and willingness to do good work and to promoie the 
‘best interests of the schools, 

Our schools will attain the highest standard of efficiency 
only when all parties interested co-operate to raise and main- 
tain that standard. 

The teacher’s meetings, inaugurated the first year of my 
service, have been maintained during the past year. with in- 
terest and profit. ‘The usual institutes and conventions have 
been attended by our teachers. 

We are still crippled by the lack of time’to do our year’s 
work. While we have gained two or three weeks during the 
year by the strictest economy, we should have had three or 
four more weeks to do justice to the children and their work. 

In by report last year, (town report page 27), I endeav- 
ored to present the matter clearly. ‘The reasons are just as 
potent today. 

The graded course of study which was adopted in June, 
tgo1, has been followed as closely as possible and is well 
accepted and established in the minds of parents and chil- 
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dren. I wish to recommend the accompanying revisions and 
additions to the present course ; and ask, that the tabulated 
outline be appended to the report as in last year’s report. 

Your text books have been well selected and are in good 
condition. Student’s dictionaries have been put into the 
hands of all pupils including the fifth grade and up, and a 
considerable amount of supplementary reading matter has 
been added this year. We still need material for supplemen- 
tary work. 

The school buildings are in good condition and will 
need very little repairing. The West Hampstead school 
building is so constructed that the talking or sounds were 
echoed and re-echoed to the discomfort and annoyance of the 
school. ‘Through the efficient and painstaking efforts of Mr. 
Pressey the acoustic properties of the room have been much 
improved and the strain relieved. ‘This was done by stretch- 
ing a network of small wires from side to side thus breaking 
up the sound waves and preventing the echoing of the sounds. 

We have inthe ninth grade in the different schools, 
twelve or thirteen pupils who should enter the high school in 
the fall. ‘Three or four of this number, I think, should have 
entered last fall. It would have saved a year and been much 
better for them as well as relived the teachers in the different 
schools from providing extra work for them when they needed 
all the time for under classes. [I hope some arrangement can 
be made with the high school management whereby an ex- 
amination for admission to the high school may be given to 
the town scholars at close of spring term, that will be satis- 
factory to the trustees and school board. 

It seems to methat the time has come when music 
should be made a regular part of our school course and pre- 
sented by a special teacher in all schools. The rudiments of 
singing and some of the choice songs should be taught our 
children while in school. If a small appropriation could be 
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set apart for this purpose, doubtless a local teacher could be 

secured who would be very acceptable. I also hope the time 

is not far distant when the art of drawing will be taught in 

the schools by a professional teacher. ;

NATURE AND GENERAL LESSONS—In this and subsequent grades 


take nature work as indicated below: During fall term study trees and shrubs, 
varieties, leaves, fruits, seed dispersal, ete. 


GRADE VI 

READING—Read fifth reader. Read hard fourth readers. Supplement 
from Hawthorne, Whittier and others, Colonial Life in New Hampshire, 
Dickens’ Christmas Carol, Montgomery’s Beginner’s History or equivalent. 

WRITING—Copybook and drill. 

SPELLING—From text book with dictation exercises. one trial only in 
oral spelling. 

ARITHMETIC—Review. More difficult work in fractions, decimals, per-- 
centage, ete., as in previous grades. Bills, profit and loss. Forms and sur- 
faces. Neat work. 

LANGUAGE AND GRAMMAR—Continue previous work. Different kinds 
of sentences. Analyze more difficult sentences. Text book. Second book or 
part. Study poems and authors. 

GEOGRAPHY—Elementary geography completed and reviewed. Draw 
maps. 

History—See fifth grade. ‘To be taken in connection with reading. 

PuysioLoey—See fifth grade. . 

NATURE AND GENERAL LEssons—Winter Term: Animals and 


minerals, habits, qualities, localities, uses, ete. Spring Term: Botany, plants, 
flowers, seed germination. 
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GRADE VII 
READING—Combine with sixth grade if possible. Snowbound, Courtship 
of Miles Standish. Grade readers. Current events. . 
WRITING—Copybook and careful written work. 
SPELLING—Same as in grade six. 


ARITHMETIC—Review. Continue previous work, interest, profit and loss. 
All relation work should be constantly and carefully reviewed. Study short 
processes, ratio and proportion, metrics, mental arithmetic, discounts. 


LANGUAGE AND GRAMMAR—Continue previous work, phrases, clauses, 
ete. Some technical instruction on parts of speech. Continue essays through 
grades. Next book or part. 


GEOGRAPHY—Advanced geography as faras South America. Observe 
plan pursued in small book, fifth grade. Relief map study. 


History—Begin large book. Discoveries, explorations, Colonial and 
Revolutionary periods. Current events. Follow state outline if time allows. 


PuysioLogy—Next higher text book. Combine with eighth grade. 


NATURE AND GENERAL LESSONS—Teach about birds and insects 
incidently upon aout the year and make records and collections. Ten half hour 
lessons each.
